Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.-—In- 


itructions to Gen. Otis are to pro- 
claim in a most public way that by 
the destruction of the Spanish heet 
and subsequent occupation nf Manila, 
the entire Philippine islands were lost 
to Spain and sovereignty thereover 
passed to the United States, and the 
people of these islands are to know 
that the United States comes not as 
conqueror, but as a friend to protect 
the natives in home and employment 
and personal and religious rights. 
All who co-operate with the govern- 
ment of the United States are to be 
rewarded by support and protection. 
All others are to bo brought within 
lawful r,ule by firmness, if need be, 
but without unnecessary severity. 


Until legislation by the United 


States provides otherwise, military 
rule will continue, but, so far as 
practicable, the municipal law of the 
territcry as to private rights and 
repression of crime will .be considered 
as in force and administered in the 
ordinary way by such oflicers as may 
take an oath of allegiance to the 
United States, or by officers chosen 
as far as practicable from among in- 
habitants of islands. Control of all 
public porperty and revenues of state 
pass with cession to 
the United 


States, but private property will be 
respected. All ports are open to com- 
merce of all friendly naticns, im- 
portations to be subject to duties in 
force at time of importation. 


The aim is to win the respect, con- 


fidence and affection of the people by 
subsittuting for former arbitrary rule 
the mild sway of justice and right, 
securing greatest good of governed. 
At the same time the strong arm of 
authority must repress disorder and 
disturbance.

learn more of the Bundy time indi- 
cator, placed in the post-oflice on New 
Year's day, mention of which was 
made in The Times of January 2d. 
The clock is behind the scenes, away 
from the public gaze, but it is an ex- 
ceedingly important spot to the post- 
office clerks and letter carriers, be- 
cause each of these individuals must 
visit the clock and turn a key in it 
several times a day, and almost every 
time a ditlerenfc key. 
The clock is a 


new affair in this oflice and cost the 
government $100. 
Along the wall, 


on either side of it, the big brass keys 
are hung. 
One .marks the year, 


another the month and another the 
day. 
Each carrier has four keys. 


When carrier oS 
To. i comes in in the 


morning he takes down his lirst key. 
and a turn of it records the exact 
time, with his number. 
When he 


leaves on his trip he turns another 
key and the time is rceoided. 
When 


he Jreturns the time is registered 
again, and also when he makes up his 
report and goes out for his next trip. 
All this must be recorded three times 
a day, for the three trips. 


A carrier is not expected to be in 


the oilice netween trips. .There are 
keys also for the other oflice em- 
ployes. Each day the slip bearing 
the record is taken out of the clock 
and forwarded to Washington, so the 
big officials there may be accurately 
informed of the movements of the 
Portsmouth force and the promptness 
3f its service.

Those wise fellows about the court
